ANCIENT MARVEL OF EGYPT 

Labyrinth Constructed Some 3,500 
Years Ago Was a Structure 
of Colossal Size. 

King Minos, with his hibyrhith on 
the ishuid of Crete. Is generally .sup- 
piisei] to have been the originator of 
the ina/.e ideii; hut Egypt has a laby¬ 
rinth, too. iiiid Egypt manages to hold 
the ri'( iird for antiquity in almost ev¬ 
erything. lahyrlnths iiicluded. 

This Egypilno labyrinth is 3..500 
years old. It is merely a chaotic tnns.s 
of rocks piled up In the desert a few 
wiles Diit of Medhiet. The oullines of 
the walls merge dimly here and there 
from Uie ruins, and from the.se out¬ 
lines, and the carvings on tlie stones, 
Kjyptsloglsts deduce that the Iwhy- 
riulh was built by a certain King 
l.aburys, who was more popularly 
known as .Ameneinhat HI. 

'ITe structure was fi'XJ by 090 feet. 
It contained S-Wift rooms, h.alf above 
ground, half below. Ueraeiulier that 
the largen liotel In our iiresent d.i.v 
world boasts about that number of 
rooms on a dozen floors and covers a 
city square, and s«iiip Idea of ti e size 
of the two-story labyrinth can be 
gained. 

Notindy h.TS figured nut yet wtiy King 
Aiiieni'inliat bnllt Hils enorinmis jial- 
B' lt or tomb. In the lower story, his¬ 
tory says, the sacred crociidib s and 
kings wore Imrled. wliile tlie upper 
flniir was. a few centuries after King 
.Ani''nemliat’s time, used as a seat of 
government. 

The labyrinth was a wonderful 
place, one of the most wonderful in 
Egypt, if our Ideas of it are correct, 
and its greatness was its downfall. 
The citizens of a near-hy town, who 
worshiped the ichneumon, resented 
the sacred crix odiles of the labyrinth. 
And so they made an attack upon one 
of King .Amenembnt's succes.sors and 
reduced the largest .structure in Egypt 
to a ruin. 

LAND CF RACIAL TEMPESTS 

Dalmatia Has Been an Unquiet Spot 
in All the Years of Her 
Tragic History. 

Palinaria. elongated so that It Is 
nowhere more Hian fie miles wide, tap¬ 
ering down to but a mile at (’attaro. 
has been swept tiy continuous racial 
tempests for the lust eight centuries, 
(’routs and Serbhins constitute the 
: Slavic element In Dalmatia, speaking 
the same language, but employing two 
ullduibels. The Serlis nse the Uussian, 
and the I'rixits the Eatin letters and 
alliliahet. 

The Eatin Influence Is more prev¬ 
alent in the clrips, the story of I'al- 
mntla heing the reason therefor. In 
the middle ages the Halmatians were 
a people without the onsclou-siiess of 
n coniitry. During the Slav influx Into 
Ill.vrla the invaders pn''OunIered little 
oppo.sitlon. ex''ept in theseapart towns. 
The Eatin element in the cities resist¬ 
ed the migration and thus engendered 
Hie strife for supremacy which per¬ 
sists 'p this day. 

Much of the early Dalmatian rivalry 
was ei-onomlc, the tradesmen and 
fanners iiafumlly wishing to exchange 
their good* with the Hungarians. The 
maritime cities preferred to do Inisi- 
ness with Venice, which contrx'lled the 
Adriatic.
